CAPTURE of Cherbourg, now de­ 
pendent on how many 
Ger­

concentration 
which quite possibly would need to 
occupy all northw estern France, 
Including the Brittany peninsula 
(Brest) from Loire (St. Naz&ire) 
to the present beachhead, and Le 
Havre, which commands the Seine 
basin. 
Otherwise, there seems 
to be 
little anchor for the Allied south­ 
ern flank as it turns for the ad­ 
vance Into 
France. 
Hitler went 
through northern France in 1940 
without regard for French threats 
on his southern flank. But, while 
his arm y may be the one to dis­ 
integrate this time. Allied com­ 
manders may not want to chance 
it.

HERE could be many reasons 
for recent bombings of Av 
ranches, Laval. Rennes, Bain and 
Nantes, but designs on the Brit­ 
tany peninsula would be a good 
one. 
For 
purposes of surprise, the 
Allies did the illogical in landing. 
As someone put it, they selected 
an area where nobody could estab­ 
lish a successful beachhead, and 
than did it. 
But, when preparing for battles 
on a large scale—presumably more 
than 
1,000,000 men 
will 
be on 
each side when the campaign real 
ly gets going—terrain cannat be 
ignored. 
The Loire and the Seine are 
quite logical flanks for a drive to 
ward Paris. 
Of course the location of the 
present beachhead is the only lndl 
cation we have that the drive will 
be toward Paris. 
The Allies still have plenty of 
men and equipment for a new 
landing around Calais and an ulti­ 
mate campaign across the tradi­ 
tional 
battlefields 
of 
northern 
France and Belgium. 
B 
UT the enemy is much more 
concentrated and highly pre­ 
pared there. His rocket bomb em­ 
placements 
indicate 
that, 
since 
his use of them when landings in 
the area failed to m aterialize in­ 
dicates he had been saving them 
for defense.

Nazis Lose Important Base 


85 Miles From Rome

The Allied drive still la in steady 
motion, although the Germans have 
thrown the elem ents of seven divi­ 
sions against the right flank of 
the Fifth arm y’s front In sn effort 
to slow its pace 
But the Fifth fought through four 
more villages, making what head 
quarters termed 
“minor tactical 
gains”. 
19th Luftwaffe Unit Involved 
It wan disclosed th at th# Fifth 
army has taken prisoners from the 
19th Luftwaffe division, which left 
Belgium June IO, four days after 
the invasion of France began. 
This is the second German divi­ 
sion to be diverted from the west­ 
ern front since the Allies’ spectac­ 
ular advance in Italy began, the 
20th Luftwaffe division having ar­ 
rived here previously from Den­ 
mark.

overestim ate the enemy. That is one o£ tho 
secrets of successful generalship, aud it is a 
good policy for civilians. 
But respect for the enemy's ability does not 
preclude attention to circum stances which impair 
til* ability— such circum stances as the psychology 
of defeat now undermining Germany. It well may 
prove to be the most potent force now undermining 
German strength, when events can be viewed by 
hindsight.

Morale Weapons 
cp H E Germans plainly have devised a morale 
weapon In their flying rocket bombs. They 
pre using it for all it is worth against the British 
and trying to start a jitters epidemic on our own 
A tlantic coast with planted reports that bigger 
bombs will p a sent across the ocean. But the 
weapon Isn’t worth much. 
According to what is known about the bombs, 
they are solely for the use to which they are 
being put— the spreading of terror among British 
civilians by indiscrim inate destruction. Tho Ger­ 
mans, havng lost the power to carry out heavy 
a ir raids, are reduced to the awkward technique 
of borlsontal bombing. The only Im portant differ­ 
ence between their rocket bombs and ordinary 
shellfire la the greater range of the bombs, but 
the very fact of the range makes accurate aiming 
impossible. Inaccuracy, iu turn, makes the bombs 
more destructive of civilian morale than they 
would be lf the Germans bad some specific target 
in mind. 
The effect cannot compare with that of the 
vertical 
bombing 
of 
British 
cities 
by 
massed 
fleets of airplanes. It is feeble retaliation for the 
saturation raids which were developed as retalia­ 
tion for Germany's earlier attem pts to do the 
same thing. Once more the Germans have turned 
hopefully to horror to start something that some­ 
one else can do better.

Russia's role in the war thus far has been 
played according to Russian needs, Just as the 
other Allies have played their own roles accord­ 
ing to their own needs. Presumably, there will be 
a Russian offensive to drive the Germans further 
toward their proper boundaries. But even if there 
were to be no large-scale offensive this summer 
—only a massive holding action, with the implied 
threat of an offensive— Russia, which has borne 
the brunt of the military m achine which was 
going to conquer the world and now in fighting 
on the defensive, would need to make no apology.
